PLAN TO AROUSE ALL GOOD CITIZENS. 


Représentatives of Clubs Discuss Necessity 
for Purity in Party Counclls«. 

For the expressed purpose of arousing in- 
serest among all good citizens in next spring's 
municipal election a meeting somewhat ex- 
traordinary in its character and importance 
was held yesterday afternoon in Room No. 
406 Masonic Temple. Those who attended 
came in response to an invitation sent out re- 
cently by the Civic Federation's Committee 
on Municipal itation, composed of Dr. 
Carlos Martyn, A. F. Hatch, W. R. Stirling. 
Max Stern, P. J. Miniter, Wilham Dillon, 
and W. H. Tatge. They asked every club 
and social organization to send representa- 
tives and the response was so general that 
greatly to the surprise of nearly every one 
instead of forty or fifty, as they expected, 
there were over two hundred people present. 
The Union League, Chicago, Iroquois, and 
Commercial clubs each sent delegations, and 
the Board of Trade was represented by three 
of its most prominent members. Other or- 
ganizations answering to the call were:

ing Trades Council, Trade and Labor Assembiy, 
Bohemian Central Labor Union, Bakers’ Union, 
Butchers and Grocers’ Clerks’ Association, 
Woodworkers’ Council. Bricklayers’ Union, Chi- 
cago Sharpshooters, Polish National Alliance, 
Turnverein Vorwaerts, Chicago Press club, the 
Friday club, the Congregational Men’s club, 
Christian Citisens Association, First Voters’ 
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of the gathering was to impress upon all good 
people, irrespective of party affiliatons, 
who desire a change in the manner 
of selecting. nominating, and elect- 
ing city officials, the necessity of or- 
ganizing at once and getting ready to take 
part in in the ward caucuses, the primaries, 
and the conventions to beheld prior to the 
coming spring election. The  proposi- 
tion met with great favor. All 
pledged the hearty cwdperation and 
active support of their various societies. 
Speeches were made by Dr. Carlos Martyn, 
Postmaster Hesing, J. D. Hurd, John W. Ela, 
Mrs. Shattuck of the Republican Woman’s 
club, ex-Judge W. A. Vincent, P. J. Miniter, 
and others. 

They advocated the movement in unqual- 
ified terms. It is not the intention to work 
independent of but in connection with 
the two dig parties. The plans as 
outlined are to so arouse the better 
class of Republicans and Demo- 
crate to a realization of their duties that they 
will turn out, take part in, and cor trol the 
caucuses for the selection of the right kind of 
candidates for Aldermen and Assessors. It is 
proposed to have a committee in every pre- 
cinct in the city who will give the matter 
their attention. The federatian already has 
committees com posed of ten Republicans and 
ten Democrats in every ward ahd the precinct 
committees will work in conjunction with 
them. 

To Turn Out Machine Politicians. 

Dr. Carlos Martyn said one of the charms 
of Chicago was the cosmopolitan character of 
its streets. He thought that to live in Chi- 
cago was a liberal education for any one, but 
there were many serious evils to be remedied 
in the life of the city. He was for turning out 
machine politicians and for keeping them 


ous, =, 

Edmund Burke said a good motto for the 
federation would be, When bad men @nite 
good men must combine.“ He was anxious to 
awaken the public mind to the necessity for 
reform. At the Jast Presidential election he 
said there were nearly 3,500,000 voters who 
did not careto vote, If there was still this 
feeling of apathy and indifference existing at 
thé next election he would be in favor of dis- 
franchising every voter who did not vote. 

Washington Hesing agreed with the Chair. 
man that what was wanted was an honest 
man at the head of affairs and six honest As- 
sessors, no matter what their politics was. 
He was a Democrat himself, but for all that 
he was a citizen and had taken an active part 
in public life and in various political cam- 
paigns. Civil-service reform was required 
more than anything else. With reference to 
municipal reform he compared the streets of 
Washington to those of Chicago. In the for- 
mer city there were 900 miles of streets and 
the of keeping them clean was 81.200, 
000. In this city, where there were 1,100 
miles of paved streets and about 2.700 of un- 
finished work, the amount expended was only 
$175,000. 

J. D. Hurd of the Union League club said 
he was of opinion that every man in his ward 
should take hold firmly of business mattere, 
putting aside the difference in politics and re- 
ligion. 

With a Mayor, thirty-four Aldermen, and 
six Assessors to elect next spring it was 
agreed no better opportunity would be offered 
for the people to show whether or not they 
are in earnest in their appeals for reform in 
municipal affairs. It was also obsegved by a 
good many that the large attendance and the 
interest manifested were evidences strong 
enough to convince the public they are des- 
perately in earnest.

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FINANCE COMMITTEE'S MOVE IW Po- 
LIOE INVESTIGATION. — 


Votes an Appropriation for the 
on of the Inquiry but Puts a 
the Measure by Providing the Futt 
Police Committee Must Have Ch . 
Private Subscriptions Will Be 
for the Prosecution of. the Investigar 
tion—Attorneys for the Leadership. 

The Finance committee yesterday passed 

Ald. Kerr's resolution asking for an appro- 

priation of $8,000 for expenses of the Police 

Investigation committee, but a rider was at- 

tached making the Police committee of the 

City Council the investigating body. The 

subcommittee which asked for the appropria- 

tion will not accept the amendment and its 


members say the inquiry wili proceed with 


funds to be contributed by citizens. An in- 


vestigation by the full committee, 
claimed, would be attended with difficulty. 
It makes the question of securinga quorum 


nearly impossible, as seven out of the thirteen | 
merabers of the committee would have to be 


present atevery sitting. The subcommittee 
consisted of seven members and only four 
need be in attendance. 

The matter came up at the: meeting of the 
Finance committee, the resolution of Ald. 
Kerr having been referred to that body by 
Council at its meeting Monday night. When 
Ald, Kerr's resolution came before the Pi- 
nance committee Ald. Figkler offered an 
amendment that the appropriation of $3,000 
be made provided the investigation be con- 
ducted by the entire Police committee. Ald. 
O'Neill made vigorous objections. He called 
attention to the fact an investigation should 
be made, and if the large, unwieldy body had 
to do the wark it would only delay and befog 
the investigation. He hoped the members of 
the Finance committee would not let the in- 
vestigation be nullified, Ald. Campbell took 
the came position. The vote was: 

Yeas—Powers, Cooke, Keats, Finkler, and 
Mad den- 5. 

Nays— Noble, O'Neill, Marrenner, and Camp- 
bell—4. 

Ald. MeGillen did not vote. 

Ald, Madden Favors the Big Committee, 


Ald. Madden, much to the surprise of all, 
cast the deciding vote in favor of the large 
committee. At the Council meeting Monday 
night he volunteered asa member of the in- 
vestigiting committee, saying that he was 
ready to go ou with the work and would guar- 
antee the inquiry would be impartial. 

Last night the members of the subcom- 
mittee said they would not accept the resolu- 
tion in its present form, but will go on with 

vestigation regardless of the refusal of 
Finance committee to appropriate. They 
will rely on the citizens of Chicago to raise 
the money to defray expenses. Chairman 
Kerr said the committee would go ahead with 
the investigation and prosecute it to the end. 
He said there was no doubt but the money 
would be raised. 

Since being advised of the action taken 
by the Finance committee this afternoon,” 
said he, I have conferred with some of the 
members of the subcommittee and we have 
determined to make an appeal to the citizens 
of Chieago Tor such money as will enable us 
to immediately commence the investigation 
and prosecute it with vigor, in an entirely im- 
partial and non-partisan manner. Weare as- 
sured this money will be forthcoming imme- 
diately, and as aon as the committee feels 
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“Fortunately the subcommittee has been 
legally constituted by order of the City Coun- 


oil and can proceed with this investigation 


without any hindrance from any one so long 
as we forego the $3,000 asked, which we will 
now reject with the rider which has been at- 
tached to it. The committee will immediate- 
ly consider the question of the employment 
of counsel. As soon as the preliminaries are 
arranged fie doors will be opened and a 
really honest investigation of the charges 
made against the Police Department will be 
commenced and prosecuted vigorously as 
the people furnish the evidence.“ 

„How can you explain the action of the Hb 
publican members of the Finance committee 
in voting the way they did this afternoon?” 

“In view of the fact the people of Chicago 
and the entire press of the .city have strenu- 
ously insisted upon the subcommittee pro- 
ceeding with their investigation, it is a self- 
evident fact the subcommittee has the entire 
confidence of the public, and in view of this 
fact lam unable to understand why the rider 
to the resolution offered by me in the Council 
should bave been attached to the same 
through the assistance of at least fqur Repub- 
licans.”’ 

Go On Without Appropriation. 


Ald. John O'Neill of the Thirty-fourth 
Ward, who is a member of the subcommittee, 
said the investigation would proceed without 
the appropriation asked for and the subcom- 
mittee would conduct the investiga tion. 

I have advised the Chairman of the sub- 
committee, said he, to immediately call 
together the committee and proceed with the 
investigation upon the lines heretofore out- 
lined. I am prepared and anxious to give my 
time to the investigation and will sit every 
day if necessary from 7, o'clock in the morn- 
ing until 9 o’clock at night as long as we are 
furnished evidence. Ihave no doubt what- 
ever that the citizens of Chicago will supply 
the necessary funds, and for one I will guar- 
antee it shall be impartial, non-partisan, and 
absolutely rigid and thorough.”’ 

Ald. O'Neill, when asked what possible mo- 
tive the Republican members of the Finance 
committee had in putting the rider onto the 
resolution, shrugged his shoulders and with a 
smile said: That is something they will 
have to explain.”’ 

It is believed the Civic Federation will con- 
tribute funds to carry on the investigation. 
Lyman J. Gage, the President of that organ- 
ization, said last night he wished the subcom- 
mittee to proceed and without doubt the nec. 
essary funds would be easily raised. 

“TIT am sorry the Finance committee has 
seen fit to recommend the full committee,” 
said he, as ar investigation by a committee 
of thirteen would be impracticable. The sub- 
committee should be supported by the citi- 
nens and I am satisfied. the citizens will sup- 
port it. Ofcourse I cannot speak for the 
Civic Federation as I have not the authority. 
That would require the consent of the Execu- 
tive committee, but I have no doubt the fed- 
eration will do everything in its power to as 
sist the subcommittee either financially. or 
otherwise.“ 

Talk of Commission Attorney. 

No definite conclusions have been reached 
as yet in the matter of e ing and appoint- 
ing an attorney for committee. Mr. 
Trude, so it is understood, positively declines 
to. accept the office. The talk yesterday was 
that Levy Mayer woiild be the proper man 
and pressure is being brought to bear on him. 
It was thought he could be prevailed upon to 
act. As there appears to be a well defined 
understanding all around that the attorney 
should be either a Democrat or non-partisan 
when Mr. Mayer’s name was mentioned for 
the position it met witha favorable response 
from many of those directly interested in the 
matter. While he isa member of a strong 
Democratic firm Mr. Mayer is quite pro- 
nounced in his non-partisan views, especial- 
ly as regards municipal politics.

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HELD FOR NATURALIZATION FRAUDS. 


Carl Tnomas Tried Referee Commissioner 
WirteNorvich Gives Testimony. 

‘Cari Thomas was brought from the County 
Jail yesterday afternoon before United States 
Commissioner Wirt and given a trial for mak- 
ing false affidavits for the naturalization of 
John Norvich in October in the Superior 
Court of Cook Couffty. Thomas was the lead- 
ing witness. He said he had known Thomas 
but four months and had been in this country 
but four years. Thomas made affidavit at 
the time of the naturalization he had known 
Norvich for five years. Norvich denied 
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bonds, He was then placed on trial for mak- 
ing a like affidavit in the naturalization at the 
same time of F. Wieczorkicwicz, and waiving 
examination he was put under the same bond. 
Thomas is one of 4 number of men whom the 
Civic Federation has collected evidence 
against, and his name appears as the material 
witness in the naturalization of forty-three 
Poles, and the federation expects to have him 
tried on every charge as fast as the evidence 
can be tixed up. W. Rosinski, who forfeited 
his bond the other day when his case, was 
called before the Commissioner, is still at 
liberty. He is said to have left town; at least. 
he has not been home since Thursday. He is 
wanted in a number of cases where his name 
appears as the chief witness in the naturaliza- 
tion of Poles from the Twenty-ainth Ward. 


MEN WHOSEND UP A ORY FOR WORK 


Statement of Pians Advanced by the Un- 
employed of Pullman. 

Three hundred of the unemployed ef Pall- 

man assembled in the Dew Drop Inn at Ken- 


' sington last evening to discuss their present 


condition and agree upon plans for relief. 
President Theodore Rodey was in the chair. 
The long-talked-of petition to the Governor, 
State Legislature, City Council, and Mayor 
was discussed as presented to the meeting. 
To it are attached many names. This peti- 
tion prays for legislative enuctments tending 
to give men opportunities for self-support. 

The meetmg was opened with a discussion 
of colony projects and the committee asked 
for more time. President Rodey said: ‘** Do 
not be down-hearted. The honest conviction 
of fair-minded friends will. eventually land 
us on the right side of life. We ask no alms. 
We want work and must bear our burden 
patiently.”” The Relief committee reported 
that 100 unemployed had signed a 
petition asking the County Board to extend 
immediate help to the poor of Pullman. 
The petition that is to be submitted to the 
Governor and Legislature calis upon that 
body to define the constitutional right citi- 
zens have to life and to enact’ such laws as 
will be consistent with the circumstances.” 
A request is also made for a constitutional 
convention, where such power may be 
vested in the people that will enable them to 
conduct their government that no person 
shall be deprived of the right to work to 
maintain life. An extract from the petition 
to the Mayor and Council follows: 

We and our families are without means of sup- 
port. Many of us have to live in rented houses 
and have no money. We have diligently sought 
employment, but without success, and are now 
unable to obtain the necessaries of life. We are 
debarred from the natural opportunities of labor. 
We know there is a great deal of unoccupied land 
in Chicago that by our labor could be made pro- 
ductive enough to produce many of the necessa- 
nes of life and a piace to live if it were not held 
for speculative purposes. We would pledge our 
labor to the City of Chicago to reimburse it for 
all expense it would be to in openimg up this 
natural opportunity. 


BELIEVES ALL THE BANKS WILL PAY 


Interest on State Funds Does Not Seem to 
Be in Jeopardy. 0 

Sr amor, III., Dec. 19.—[Speeial.— 
State Treasurer Ramsay is not in the eity and 
is not expected here until Saturday. He has 
been at his home in Carlyle all the week 
settling his father’s estate, of which he is ad- 
ministrator. In his absence the clerks in the 
State Treasurer’s office decline to speak for 
him concerning the reported refusal of cer- 
tain banks to pay interest on public funds 
due his father or to give the names of any 
banks which hold any of the State funds. 
They say when the present Treasurer, Elijah 
P. Ramsay, succeeded his father the business 
of the office was organized under the pro- 
visions of.the new law authorizing Treasurers 
to loan public funds to banks; that the books 
of the State Treasury show the amounts 
loaned to each bank under this law; and that 
if any interest accrues on such funds during 
the short time Ramsay remains in office it 
will be reported and accounted for as re- 
quired by law. They declined, however, to 
give the names of these banks without Ram- 
say’s permission.

TRYING TO STRAIGHTEN MATTERS. 


Differences Between Third Ward Repub- 
licatis Submitted for Settlement. 

The two contending factions of Third Ward 
Republicans aired their grievances yesterday 
afternoon before the Executive committee of 
the Republican County Central committee. 
Each organization was represented by twelve 
delegates and two attorneys. They presented 
long typewritten statements and great stacks 
of affidavits. 

On behalf of the Kelly club Mr. Bliss of- 
fered a proposition that the whole matter be 
left with the Republicans of the ward to set- 
tle. To this the other side objected. The 
arguments were opened by Mr. Johnson, who 
rehearsed briefly what took place first at -the 
stormy meeting in Arlington Hall Nov. 17, 
then at the two meetings Nov. 27, when the 
new club was formed. 

The Dixon faction declared that the old 
Third Ward club had become a machine and 
was being run in the interest of a few and they 
purposed at the annual meeting to effect a 
change by electing a new set of officers. On 
this proposition came the split, result- 
ing in the organization of a new club, 
with some of the best citizens in the ward as 
officers and membérs. Perry Hull followed 
Mr. Johnson. He also viewed the trouble, 
but denied strongly claims made by the other 
side that members of the old club known to 
be against him and its management of affairs 
could not guin admittance to Lincoln Hall 
the night of the annual meeting. Me ex- 
plained why it was necessary to have everal 
police officers and a committee at the r to 
say who should be admitted. He pleaded the 
good work of the club with much emphasis, 
declaring that to its efforts alone was due the 
growth of Republican majorities in the ward.

agement, and Disregard of Rules Are 
the Chief Factors id the Disaster 
What Kye-Witnesses Saw—Conductors 
Pick Up Nickels and Neglect Brakes 
Inquiry Has Not Yet Been Conciaded, 

How it happened that two men were 
crushed to death and twenty other persons in- 
jured in the Washington street tunnel acci- 
dent Dec. 11 was told by eye-witnesses yester- 
day at the Coroner’s inquest. Their testi- 
mony formed a narrative lax 
management, disregarded tions, 
and defective machinery. It was 
shown that the gripman of the runaway train 
had been tinkering with his grip for blocks 
before he entered the tunnel; the con- 
ductors were inside the cars hustling for 
nickels instead of being at their posts of 
duty on the rear platform; that they were ac- 
customed to collect fares in the tunnel and 
althqugh this was a violation of printed reg- 
ulations they were permitted to continue 
the practice with immunity; that the signal 
to apply the hand brakes on the runaway 
train was not heeded, because the conductors 
were not at the brakes where they should 
have been ; that after the accident the compa- 
ny issued a verbal order that conductors must 
remain at the hand brakes while passing 
through the tunnel, a regulation already ex- 
isti but not enforced. It also was told 
that Donohue lost his life through. gallantry. 
He gave his seat toa womar just as the car 
entered the tunnel, and stepped outon the 
rs where he was killed a few moments 

ater. 

The inquest, which was continued over until 
today, was held at the county morgue. 
examination was conducted by NE Cor- 
oner Coffey, though Coroner le was 
present at morning session and asked 
some pertinent questions. The witnesses for 
the State were secured by Lieut.

Story of the Crash. 


The accident occurred shortly after 6 
o’clock in the evening, when the cars were 
crowded. It was shown that the runaway 
train consisted of a Milwaukee avenue grip 
ear hauling as trailers an Armitage avenue 
car and a * avenue car, the former 
being next @& the grip. At the 
tom of the tunnel this traih crashed 
into the rear of a adison street 
train consisting of a grip car, a Madison 
street car, and an Ogden avenue trailer. The 
important witnesses were in some of these 
cara at the time of the accident. 
The two men killed were Morris Smith 
and John Donohue. According to the 
testimony, Smith was seated near the front 
end of the Ogden avenue car. Donohue was 
standing on the front platform of the Madison 
street car. 8 

Three most important witnesses were James 
Goodman, Edward Colbeck, aud T. J. Orr, 
the conductor on the Ogden avenue. trailer. 
James Goodman, No. 1454 Milwaukee ave- 
nue, was on the runaway Milwaukee grip.

Colbeck had noticed at Franklin street that 
the gripman on the Milwaukee avenue train 
was doing something to the grip. 

“ Generally,”’ said the witness, when the 
trains enter the tunnel the gripman throws 
the lever way forward until it touches the 
dashboard. I stood at the. mouth of the tun- 
nel as the train approached and noticed that 
when the gripman threw his lever he was un- 
able to move it as far as usual. It stopped 
suddenly about half way. I jumped on the 
platform of the North avenue trailer just as it 
was entering the tunnel and noticed the in- 
creased velocity almost as soon as we had be- 
gan the descent. When we reached the arch 
the car gave a lurch forward and I saw that a 
collision was imminent. I shouted to the 
people that there was danger ahead and 
jumped a moment later.“

TO FIND HOW TO PREVENT ACCIDENTS. 


Cheries T. Yorkes Willing to Employ an 
Encineer to Suggest Plans. 

Charles T. Yerkes will pay a mechanical 
engineer, to be selected by the Commissioner 
of Public Works, a neat fee for any sugges- 
tion that may conduce to anything like abso- 
lute safety for cable car passengers in the 
tunnels. The engineer is to study in detail 
the methods of running cable cars on the 


North and West Side systems; he must ride 


over the lines many times, and is to suggest 
whatever improvements he thinks necessary. 
These improvements Mr. Yerkes has agreed 
to try and to adopt if they are found to be 
practicable. 

Mr. Yerkes yesterday met in conference 
with the special committee of seven Alder- 
men appointed by Mayor Hopkins in accord- 
ance with the resolution offered by Ald. 
Campbell at Monday night’s meeting of the 
Council, This committee, appointed by the 
Mayor Tuesday just before his departure for 
the East, is made up of Ald. Campbell, Chair- 
man, and Aid. Powers, Ryan, Madden, 
Coughlin, MeGillen, and Kleinecke. To 
these Aldermen the names of Mayor Hopkins 
and Commissioner of Public Works McCar.- 
thy were adaed.

It is impossible,“ he said, to get appli- 
ances that will always obviate accidents. You 
can operate steam car lines, steamship lines, 
factories, but you will always have accidents. 
If there is any way to improve our system: we 
are anxious to do so, but we don’t propose to 
take up every fellow that comes along with a 
crank idea. . 

Tells of the Brakes. 


On all of our cable cags there are three 
brakes. Two are operated by the gripman 
and one by the conductor. Thereis a track 
brake—a shoe that fits to the track, and that 
raises, as it were, the car from the track and 
permite it to slide along ou this shoe instead 
of the wheels. The next brake. and tne one 
we depend upon, is what we call the combina- 
non brake; it is operated by the gripman, 
and it brakés all the cars in the train. 

Mr. Yerkes described the operation df this 
brake, saying that twenty pounds weight put 
upon the gripman’s lever stopped the whole 
train: but the gripman in the Washmgton 
street tunnel accident kept on pulling the 
lever after he had blocked the wheels, which 
was of no use. 

„ Mauy people who are ignorant,” Mr. 
Yerkes went on, say when there is an acci- 
dent: Put on your hand brakes.’ There is 
no use of the hand brakes when the combina- 
tion brakes have already been applied—the 
combination brakes have already blocked the 
wheels. If you gentleinen have some engi- 
neer—I don’t want the city to be at any 
expense in this matter—who can better our 
system we want to use his appliances. We 
feel,as I have said, as if we have pretty 
nearly obviated accidents, We have thought 
perhaps we might be able to fix t shoe 
brake so it would work better in slippery 
weather, and wé. have made three brakes that 
we are now trying. As to the block stem I 
do not think it ia practicable, One thing is 
sure, if it be adopted, the North and West 
Chicago Street railways will be obliged to 
give up running cars through the tunnels, be- 
cauee to walt until there was the distance be- 
tween the top and the bottom of the tunnels 
between cars—well, we couldn’t operate that 
way and we would have to go back to the 
bridges. There have been times when it was 
a good thing to have the trains close together. 


Coupling Trains Together. 


„ have thought, sometimes, it would be 
better to have about five trains coupled to- 
gether, but one grip might be doing the work 
for four or five trains and that grip would 
break. With the block system on steam roads 
we find accidents. In our system it would 
not operate at all. I think it would bring in- 
finitely more danger. 

Ald. Madden asked: Do these accidents 
occur usually through failure of the brakes?” 

„ They happen through different causes. 
Of course, if the grip breaks and the brakes 
work all right there is no trouble. There was 
a strange combination of circumstances the 
other day in the Washington street tunnel. 
There was an old grip that had made its sec- 
ond trip that day—enough fora test. Yet it 
broke. Then in addition to that there was a 
wet and greasy track. We take a great deal 
of care of those tracks. There is always sand 
on them. This day the mud got mixed with 
the sand and the wheels slid on it.“ : 

Aid. Coughlin said: Weren’t some of the 
people hurt on account of the narrowness of 
the tunnel?“ 

„% Well, if the tunnel had been wider there 
would have been more chance for people to 
get off on the other side.“ 

„% Wouldn’t it be a good thing to widen it?” 

J question if it can be widened.“ 

Ald. Coughlin wanted to knowif a system 
of cogs like that in the Van Buren street 
tunnel would not give safety.

Was Working in a Chicago Store and 
Living Next Door to His Parents Whiie 
They Believed He Was Killed=John

George H. Barbour, 17 years old, slender 
and almost effeminate in appearance, bright 
and industrious and well liked by his em- 
ployers, does not look in the least like the 


hero of a melodrama, but few stage heroes | 


have as many and as startling incidents in 
their meteoric careers as has this young fel- 
low during the last three weeks, First, he 
mysteriously and utterly disappears the day 
ufter Thanksgiving. Next, his mother reads 
of the discovery of the body of a murdered 
boy near Pana, III., and becomes con- 
vinced it is none other than the 
missing George. Then his father goes to 
Pana and identifies the body by the under- 
clothing in which it is clad and by scars and 
marks. He brings the body to Chicago and 
mourns over it. Meantime the young man 
has been livmg next door to his home, prac- 
tically in the same house, not fifty feet from 
his distracted family. And—final tableau 
while his erstwhile companions of the office 
where he had worked are doubtfully identify- 
ing his supposed corpse he walks in alive and 
well, The touch of comedy is not omitted, 
for on his sudden reappearance he is greeted 
by one of his friends thus: Ol you —— son 
of gun! 


It is a curious story—curious from the ap- 


parent inadequacy of the motives which led 
to this strange sequence of events, and curious 
from the fact that stepping across a hallway, 
without making the slightest attempt at con- 
cealment, he for nearly three weeks was as 
completely lost as though the earth bad swal- 
lowed him up. During all this time he was 
walking about the streets 8 work and 
since last Saturday,was employed at Marshall 
Field & Co. 's big Washington street stora,

Barbour read an account 
of the discovery of the body of a murdered 
boy of 17 near Pana, III. The body was clad 
in unrlershirt, drawers, and socks only. Mra. 
Barbour was certain that this was her son. 
Mr. Barbour wasat home and telegraphed 
for particulars. The geperel Bae agro 
of body, the height, weight, 
and ars, closely tallied with the 
description of the missing boy. Mr. Barbour 
went to Pana and while at firat not satisfied 
that the body was that of his son became con- 
vinced finally that it was, and the Coronet 
reluctantly accepted his affidavit and Mr, 
Barbour brought the body to Chicago, It was 
taken to Jordan’s, and ‘while a number of 
clerks from the insurance office were trying 
to convinee Mr. Barbour he was mistaken the 
young man walked ia, accompanied by his 
uncle, who had brought him from Marshall 
Field's store. 

3 Striking Similarity. 

The body brought from Pana was that of a 
boy who resembled yourg Barbour in many 
rer his hair was a trifle darker, but 

e had a vaccination scar near the elbow, as 
bad George, and the letters A. L. B. tattooed 
on his forearm. Mr. Barbour had seen some 
letters on his son’s forearm on one occasion. 
Then the underclothing was exceedifiyly simi- 
lar to young Barbour had worn 
when he disappeared, even to the outing 
shirt. The body also had been somewhat al- 
tered by death. In addition to the man 
similarities Mr. Barbour was so nervous 
overwhelmed with grief that once the idea 
found lodgment in his broin he had found 
his son’s body he unconsciously magnified 
the points of resemblance and disregarded 
evidences that should have convinced him of 
his error. The dead bors hair was darker, 
his teeth different, and his head and features 
larger and coarser. He also had failed to 
identify the clothing, ä 

George Barbour’s story is as follows: He 
had lost some money on Horse races and had 
induiged in other small extravagances and 
was in debt to some of his companions. He 
had confessed as much once to his mother, 
and when be again fell into temptation dnd 
saw detection inevitable he was ashamed to 
go home. He said: “I drew $22.50, 
ny two weeks’ salary. I nad to 
give $10 to one of e fellows on 
a debt I owed him. The rest I kept to live 
on until I could get something todo. I went 
to the West Side Friday night and hired a 
room. Monday night Icame downto Mrs. 
Ciark’s. She lives next door at No. 360. She 
took me in and I staid there right along. I 
went to Carson, Pirie, Scott & Co., where I 
had worked, and got a recommendation. I 
tried every day to get work, and last Satur- 
day got work at Marshall Field’s. I was 
foolish, I know, but I had no idea I would 
make so much trouble.“ 


Heme Has Been Pieasant. 


Investigation corroborated the boy's story 
in all important particulars. Mrs. Ciark and 
Mrs. Barbour bave been on bad terms for a 

ear and Mrs. Clark is inclined to blame Mrs. 

arbour severely. The boy frankly acknowl- 
edges his misdoings, however, says his 
home has been always pleasant to him. Mrs. 
Barbour is seriously sick in bed and the fath. 
er cannot be seen, 

Last night Manager Scofield of the insur- 
ance company sent for young Barbour and 
heard his story. He gave him encourage- 
ment that he would be reinstated in his old 
position. 

Yesterday morning Mr. Barbour received 
the following telegrams from Ira Coburn, 
Sheriff at Pana: 

Boys cap and clothes have been identified by 
another man.as belonging to his boy; mark on 
arm and everything; the boy is not yours, 

The body of the boy murdered has been identi- 
fied thoroughly by another party and there is no 
doubt this man is right. e will ask you to ro- 
turn the body. Answer. 

The body was returned to Pana last night. 

It has been identified by farmer John 
Binnion of Vernon, III., as of his son, 
Authur L. Binnion. He became hysterical 
and screamed loudly when shown a negative 
and the map worn by his son.

When it was 
thought it was Barbour’s body a brakeman, 
ed Harry Cummings, was arrested on suspicion.

HERBERT ON DEFECTIVE ARMOR PLATE. 


. Why the Contract with the Carnegie Com- 
pany Was Not Abrogated, 

Wasnmtroror, D. C., Dec, 19.—The Senate 
Committee on Naval Affairs had the armor 
plate resolution under consideration at its 
meeting today and postponed final action on 
it until the next meeting. The members of 
the committee were today furnished printed 
copies of the testimony of Seeretary Herbert 
taken before the committee at its last meet- 
ing. In his testimony tne Secretary explains 
why he did not divert the contract. He said:

I did not let him know of the 
investigation that was going on. His reply was 
that he could uot make any lower rate. So it 
was clear that, first, it I abrogated the contract 
with the Carnegie company and gave it to the 
Bethlehem company this would be to delay the 
delivery of armor for which the ships were al- 
ready waiting for one or two years, or else I 
must find some other company to take the con- 
tract, and there was no other company equip 
to manufacture the armor that was needed. Un- 
der these conditions I determined to let this com- 
pany go on provided it should pay damages. 

Mr. Herbert also said the inspecting officers 
had not been as diligent as they might have 
been and added:

NEW RULING BY THE PENSION BUREAU. 


It Affects Thousands of Claims in Which 
Widows Are Inte: ested. 
‘Wasnixcroxr, D. C., Dec. 19,—Several 
| thousand pension claims will be uffected by a 

ruling just made by Assistant Secretary of the 
Interior Reynolds, inaugurating a new prac- 
tice in the consideration of cases of widows 
against whom proof of immorality exists. 
Judge Reynolds decided that when the Com- 
missioner of Pensions has satisfactory evi- 
dence that a widow has been guilty of 
- guch immeral conduct as results in refusal of 
her application or termination of her pension, 
any child or children of the soldier under 16 
years of age at the time the widow’s right to 
the pension ceases may be granted a pension 
in the same manner as if the widow's right 
had terminated by death or remarriage. 

The practice heretofore prevailing in the 
Pension Bureau of requiring a certificate 
from a Probate Court thata widowis an un- 
suitable person by reason of her immoral 
conduct to have the custody of them asa 
preliminary in all cases to the ullowance of 
pension to the children, where the fact of the 
abandonment or immoral conduct is already 
abundantly established by evidence on file in 
the bureau, is held to be unwarranted by law. 

Wiiliam A. Phelps, a pension attorney of 
Richmond, O., has been disbarred from 
practice before the Interior Department for 
unprofessional conduct. He was charged 
with knowingly filing a claim of a divorced 
woman and-withholdimg the fact of the di- 
vorce. The pension was allowed by the bureau 
and the fee collected by the attorney. 


GERMAN PRODUCTION OF PIG-IRON. 


Ind leatlon That It Will Soon Become Sec- 
ond to the United States, 

Wasninetron, D. C., Dec. 19.—According to 
a report to the State Department from United 
States Consul Stephen at Annatsberg Ger- 
many last year produced 4,953,149 tons of 
pig-iron, which is the barometer of indus- 
trial lite.“ Germany alone presents a steady 
increase in this production, and although En- 
gland is as yet producing as much pig-iron as 
Germany and France together, her output 
has taken a dowaward course, warranting the 
belief that Germany will reaeh her level in a 
few years, and soon after stand second to the 
United States alone as an iron producer. The 
Consul attributes the suecess of the Germans 
to their untiring efforts to find new markets. 
The good organization of export associations, 
the government aid through the Department 
of Commerce, and above all the intelligence 
of mercantile classes crown these efforts with 
success.

Wasuuveron, D. C., Dec. 19.—[Special.]— 
The revolt against the Carlisle currency 
has become so widespread among the mem- 
bers of the Democratic party itself that it be- 
came necessary.today for the Secretary of the 
Treasury to visit the Capitol in person for the 
express purpose of explaining away some of 
the numerous objections made to his absurd 
scheme for securing what he calls “ elastici- 
ty.“ Secretary Carlisle as a rule only goes 
to the Capitol when he has some very particu- 
lar and pressing errand. His last notable ap- 
pearance at the venerable building was one 
Sunday morning in the spring, when he met 
afew choice spirits among the Democratic 
Senators and presented them with his 
draft of a sugar schedule, something which 
the rest of the party bas been vainly endea vor- 
ing to rid itself of ever since. Mr, Carlisle’s 
visit to the Capitol this morning had a two- 
fold object. He wished, of course, to explain . 
away the numberless and valid objections 
against his hastily constructed currency 
scheme, More than all, however, he wished 
to urge somethmg in the way of speedy 
action, recognizing the fact that the first im- 
pression made upon the financial world had 
been au unfavorable one and that the longer 
the debate was continued the more serious 
would become the lack of confidence at home 
and abroad, and the consequence continued 
serious attacks on the gold reserve of the 
government. 

Fails in His Mission. 

Mr. Carlisle did not accomplish much. The 
Committee of Rules decided to let the debate 
drag its weary way along without let or hin- 
drance until after the adjournment next Sat- 
urday. Mr. Carlisle also failed to meet that 
other distinguished statesman, the Hon. Will- 
iam M. Springer, formerly of Illinois, who 
has charge of the measure in the House, but 
who has not distinguished himself by any en- 
thusiasm in its behalf. There is not the 
slightest doubt that the currency scheme 
would be defeated by Democratic votes if it 
could be brought to a vote tomorrow. The 
Secretary and his advisers have about come 
to the conclusion that the safest possible pian 
is to let all the financial faddists air their 
views, and possibly in that way to let off 
steam enough so that the measure in some 
shape or other may be carried through by 
cracking me party whip. Thereis no doubt 
at all that when prover time comes tte 
silver men will force into the bill some free 
coinage amendments, which will destroy its 
value altogether, if it every had any, which is 
now very generally doubted. There is a man- 
ifest disposition among the Democrats of the 
House to make it appear that Secretary Car- 
lisie is solely responsible for the currency 
scheme, and that it was mentioned by the 
President only ina perfunetory way, as he 
might bave transmitted the report of any of 
his subordinates. 

So far as the bankers and business-men are 
concerned there is but littlé cause for any un- 
easiness. There is not one chance in a thou- 
sand that any material alterations in the pres- 
ent banking system will be made at this ses- 
sion of Congress. It might be possible under 
certain contingencies, fot some sort of a 
compromise measure, a crazy quilt of divers 
financial nightmares, to creep through the 
House, but that it could get through the Sen- 
ate is beyond a possibility of belief. Fortu- 
nately for the country, Messrs. Hill and Vest 
have been prevented from-amending the rules 
of the Senate at the present time. 


Republicans Stand in the Way. 


Among the Republicans in the Senate there 
are abouta round dozen who wi.l make it 
their special business to see that the existing 
financial conditions are not seriously dis- 
turbed, A majority of the Senate is probably 
unsound on the money question, but the 


minority has it in its power not to pass good | 


laws but to vent the passage of da 

ones. One Western Senator, whose devotion 
to honest money standards cannot be ques- 
tioned. said today: I suppose there can be 
little doubt that the run onthe gold reserve 
is caused by increasing lack of confidence 
both at home and abroad in the stability of 
our present financial system. I regret this 
the more, because under present conditions 
the business community can rest assured that 
there will be no dangerous tampering with 
the finanves, The Carlisle bill in anything 
like its present shape can by no possibility pass 
the Senate, nor can any other measure which 
would arouse serious opp&sition. The drain 
on the gold reserve may very possibly con- 
tinue, and Secretary Carlisle and the inflation- 
ists in the House are undoubtedly responsibie 
for this condition of affairs. But, after all, 
another issue of bonds will do no great harm. 
It burdens the country only with the interest 
charges. There are enough sound money men 
in the Senate, chiefly among the Republicans, 
to protect the country against experiments. 
Before the next session of Congress the Fed- 
eral revenue will be largely increased. There 
will be duties from sugar, reveipts from the 
income tax, and an income from whisky. Let 
the Treasury once have a surplus and the 
danger to the gold reserve will disappear at 
once, for gold will be needed only to pay for- 
eign balances. We could settle the financial 
question in the twinkling of an eye without 
the income tax by increasing the internal rev- 
enue tax on beer. 

The speech of Mr. Ellis in the House today 
was of rather a sensatiohal character, and the 
applause it received from the free silver Dem- 
ocrats indicated plainly the unalterable oppo- 
sition of the silver men of the House to the 
Carlisle plan. Bland, tife silver leader, gave 
notice he would offer his free silver bill as a 


substitute for the bill.

There seems to 
be no doubt the withdrawal of gold 
by local banks and other parties will con- 
tinue for some time to come. A leading for. 
eign banker who is an authority.in the mat- 
ter says: European merchants and bankers 
are not allowing any cash balances to re- 
main here for two reasons, (1) they get no 
adequate returns on their money: because of 
the low interest rate; (2) they firmly believe 
the United States is surely going out of the 
gold basis and they want their money while 
they are sure they can get a full equivalent 
for each dollar due them. This is the sim- 
ple statement of the exact conditions which 
govern gold shipments now and have gov- 
erned them all the year. 

Wasnrveton, D. C., Dec. 19.—A dispatch 
from the Subtreasury at New York to the 
Treasury Department reports that $500,000 
in gold was withdrawn this morning. This 
leaves the net gold in the Treasury at $90,-

No Inter-State 
Commerce Commission would be necessary 
to regulate rates, and the result be 
that the great lines of transcontinental rail- 
roads would be forced to keep their prices 
down by the competition of the canal. 


Advantages Over the Suez Canal. 


One of the curious things’ brought out by 
the Senator’s experience as a sailor was the 
ad vantage which the Nicaraguan route pos- 
sessed naturally over the Suez Canal. Lake 
Nicaragua is a body of fresh water, and the 
result would be that as soon as vessels loaded 
with barnacles from the warm waters of the 
tropic came in contact with the fresh water 
of the lake the barnacles would be killed and 
drop off. This would mean a large saving in 
dry dock charges at either end, in addition to 
an enormous saving of the coal required to 
drive a vessel at a given speed through the 
ocean. As it is now, our men-of-war when 
stationed in Honwiulu for a few months are 
obliged to make the trip to San Francisco 
solely to have the barnacles scraped off. The 
Senator also showed in the most conclusive 
manner how digging of the canal reduced the 
journey from New York to San Francisco, 
now full 15,000 miles, to one-third of that 
amount, thus making the enormous saving of 
10,000 miles. 

Senator Cullom made use of the canal 
scheme to make himself solid with his Chica- 
go constituents by calling attention to the im- 
portance of the Hennepin Canal in connec- 
tion with the transit by the isthmus and also 
by paying tribute to the magnificent energy 
and self-sacrifice of the Chicago people in 
building out of their own pockets a great 
sewerage and ship canal. re was a smile 
among some of the Senators on the Republic.

The Christmas thought 
conyeyed to mothers is that boys should be 
guarded against-sins of commission and girls 
against sins of omission.” - 

What would you do with a child that is 
selfish with his joys?’ asked an interested 
youn mother. 

he question is peculiarly apropos to 
Christmas, and I am glad it has been asked, 
was the answer. In kindergartens there is 
what is calied After Christmas festival, 
when each child loans his toys to others. The 
child is thus led into joy:of participating 
pleasure. The same principle-can be applied 
in the nursery, Let, the child first enjoy his 
gift witha this is mine ’ feeiing, and then 
cali in other children to share the pleasure. 
Every joy is thus increased tenfold. The 
two avenues through which child nature may 
be spir tually deve.oped have been named 
previvusiy as nature and the church, The 
third avenue is by intuition, which is the con- 
sciousness the child has of the ego or own 
particular self.

If this is impossible, let 
him be alone at intervals.

BAILWAY FOS TAL OLERKS ASK AID, 


They Urge the Passage of a Bill Which 
Changes Their Salaries. 

The officers of the National Association of 
Railway Postal Clerks hope the legislation 
for their relief which they have been urging 
for the last five years may be granted at the 
present session of Congress. What the as 
sociation ask ie a new gradation of the clerks 
an! increased pay. At present the cierks are 
divided into tive grades, with the following 
salaries respective y: $800, $900, $1,000, 
51.150, and $1,800, What. tne new legis- 
lation contemplates is a division into seven 
grades with the following salaries respectively: 
$800, $1,000, 1,200, $1.300, $1,500, 51. 
600, and $1,800. A bill providing for the 
change has twice passed the Senate 
and is now pending in the House of Repre- 
sentatives, It has the support of the Post- 
master-General and all the officiala of the 
railway mail service. Irdeed, it has no op- 
ponents except Congressmen Bynum and 
Holman of Indiana and Congressmen Dock- 
ery and Clark of Missouri. It is certain to 
pass the House if it can ever be brought toa 
vote, but these Congressmen threaten to talk 
until the morning hour has expired in order 
to defeat it. The cammittee of the associa- 
tion residing at Washington to watch over the 
bill are W. W. Biackmer and J. C. Waller, and 
circulars have been sent out by all the eleven 
Presidents of the railway mail districts to 
contribute money for their maintenance 
while in Washington for this purpose.

THE TELEPHONE PATENT DECISION, 

The long-drawn out patent suit of the United 
States vs. the American Bell Telephone com- 
pany in the matter of the patent issued to 
Emile Berliner came to an end Tuesday last 
when ‘the United States Circuit Court at Bos- 
ton declared the patent void and ordered it to 
be delivered up and canceled, Judge Car- 
penter, Who heard the case, sustained both 
counts of the government—first, that the 
issue of the patent to Berliner was unneces- 
sarily delayed; and, second, that a former 
patent issued to Berliner substantially cov- 
ered the same claims as made in the patent 
issued in 1891. As to the first count the 
court further was of opinion that these aets 
were so gross as to forbid any jaference ex- 
cept that they dishonestly delayed the issue 
of the patent, taking advantage for that pur- 
pose of the perhaps excusable willingness of 
the officials of the Patent Office to postpone 
the decision of a sharply debated question in 
which a large public interest was involved.” 

It is now confidently anticipatéd by com- 
petitors that this decision will do away with 
the great telephone monopoly, that the field 
will be opened to neweomers, and that the 
last obstacle which stood in the way of reduc- 
ing excessive charges for the use of telephones 
is removed. It is proclaimed now that the 
prices of telephones in Cook County, for in- 
stance, will be ‘reduced from an average of 
$150 per annum to about $60. It may be 
doubted, however, whether the decision will 
make such a difference as is anticipated. The 
American Bell Telephone company will still 
have its immense aggregation of capital and 
the great advantage of its plant in working 
operation, It will thus have all the power 
and influence which the most money and the 
oceupation of the field brmg to the corpora- 
tion, just as in the cace of the Western Union 
Telegraph company, the Standard Oil com- 
pany, or the sugar trust where they have had 
contests with competitors. There may be a 


little lowering of rates here and there, par- 


ticularly in small places, whege it costs less to 
start up and calls for a smaller investment of 
capital. Still it is a good thing and strictly 
in the interest of, justice to do away with a 
patent which has been nsed as this one has— 
a patent which has never been put into use, 
while other eompanies have been prevented 
from using it. Its only use was to continue 
the existence of a practical and oppressive 
monopoly, and any decision which cancels 
such a patent is a step forward in the direc. 
tion of equitable an@ reasonable charges. 


GERMAN EMBARGO ON OUR CATTLE. 
Col. George R. Davis has gone to Washing- 
ton as the representative of the Western Live 
Stock Association. The absence of the Presi- 
dent from Washington prevented an inter- 
view with him, but Col. Davis has called on 
Secretaries Gresham and Morton, and showed 
them that upwards of 150 million dollars is 
involved in the restrictions laid by Ger.naay 
and other European countries against impor- 
tations of American cattle. He called their 
attention to the fact that recently eleven ves- 
sels were reported as having cleared in one 
week alone from Liverpool and Southamp- 
ton for ports in South America from which 
cattle are generally shipped. He also pointed 
out that the restrictive action taken by Ger- 
many was in a large measure due to the dif- 
ferential duty imposed on sugar, which had 
not made any great difference to the sugar 
trust; that the German people hold the pay- 
ment of a bounty for making sugar ought not 
to prevent them from sending the product 
into the United States free of the duty; that 
not being allowed to do this, they have retal- 
ilated by placing an embargo on American 
cattle; that France is ‘inclined to follow in 
the wake of Germany, having refused to sub- 
mit bids as usual for our canned goods, es- 
pecially meats; and that Franceand Germany 
have sent inspectors to England for the pur- 
pose of ascertaining if any disease ‘exists 
among American cattle there, while it is to 
be presumed these inspectors will experience 
no difficulty in reporting that they find dis- 
ease among American cattle in England un- 
til the United States adopts a different policy. 
Col. Davis turned over the pages of history 
sufficiently to show that im former years 
Germany had objected to trichina and pleuro- 
pneumonia when certain treaty agreements 
had not been lived up to, and had quietly 
dropped the objections when the objectionable 
features of practice were eliminated. He 
argued that must be the case this time, and 
that if the sugar difficulty were taken out of 
the way the Germans would cease to be 80 
licitous about the health of American cattle. 
He urged that it would not do to agitate a re- 
taliatory policy because that would only re- 
sult in making the two countries wider apart 
than ever and could not benefit the people 
who have so much at stake in the matter. 
Secretary Gresham previously had investi- 
gated the subject and come to a conclusion 
that the additional duty is not responsive to 
any measure that may de considered as con- 
stituting a discrimination by the foreign coun- 
try against the production or* manufacture of 
the United States, but is itself a discrimina- 
tion against the produce or manufacture of 
such country, and that “it is an attempt to 
offset a domestic favor or encouragement to 
a certain industry by the very means for bid - 
den by the treaty,” It is understood that the 
President would have called attention to this

EFFECTS OF FREE COINAGE. 

Taz T recently called attention to 
the ineffabie folly of the fellows who hold 
that 50 cents’ worth of silver can be made 
equal in value to a dollar by act of Congress 
or the law of some other country than the 
United States. They utterly ignore the im- 
portant fact that if 50 cents’ worth of silver 
passes for a dollar it is because there is a sus- 
taining power behind it, and that if the sus 
taining power were withdrawn, as it must be 
with the free coinage of silver, the 50 cents’ 
worth of silver in the dollar would have a 
buying power of only 50 cents. 
nation on this earth where silver coins circu- 
late at far above the bullion value of the said 
coins it is because those nations have stopped 
the free coinage of silver. Practically they 
do not coin any silver except for subsidiary 
money, and they ceased the coinage of silver 
because they saw that it had reached a point 
where they could not add to the volume of 
the stiver money and keep it at par with gold. 
They had to stop, and then found themselves 
able to bolster up what silver coins they had 
on hand. This was the only way in which 
they could keep the silver coins from falling 
till their purchasmg power equaled their 
bullion value, by linking it with gold and 
making gold the metal of ultimate redemp- 
tion. In all those countries the silver coin 
has an artificial purchasing power equal to 
that of the corresponding gold coin. It thus 
is held up at an artificial ratio of 15% to 1, 
when the actual ratio of bullion values is 32 
to 1, because it takes at least 32 ounces of 
silver to purchase one ounce of gold. 

In every other nation where the free coin- 
age of silver has not been stopped the pur- 
chasing power of the silver money is only half 
of what it was a quarter of a century ago as 
compared with gold. In all these countries 
the purchasing power of the bullion and of 
the coin is identical; except in some cases a 
small charge for coinage, and that is just what 
would happen in the United States it we were 
to go in for free coinage at the now intensely 
artificial ratio of 16 to 1. For large and pow. 
erful as this country is it would be as hopeless 
for it to attempt to keep an unlimited supply 
of silver at par when the reat of the world 
rated it to be worth only half par as it would 
be for Rhode Island to tty the thing when all 
the rest of the United States was opposed to 
it. Thesilver miners have an idea, or pre- 
tend to have it, that free coinage would double 
the value of their product. This is one of 


those hallucinations which it is difficult fora 


sensible man to understand, because it is evi- 
dent that at the most all that could be gained 
would bethe addition of a few cents per 
ounce tu the selling value of the white metal, 
and that advance would be only temporary. 
It would render it profitable to work silver 
mines which now are not profitable, and that 
would bring about an increase in production, 
the tendenoy of that being to reduce the price 
again to the present level. 


CHINESE AND JAPANESE AFFAIRS. 

There is a lull in the Chino-Japanese war, 
but it evidently is only the calm which pre- 
cedes the storm. Both from the seuth and 
the north strong Japanese armies aré in mo- 
tion, though their progress is slow, owing both 
to the absence of roads and to the severity of 
the winter’s cold. Meanwhile the news from 
the situation is full of interest though no bat- 
tles are being fought. 

No reliable intelligence comes as to the 
condition of peace negotiations, owing to the 
impenetrable secrecy with which the Japanese 
guard all their diplomatic operations. One 
thing, however, seems to be certain. Know. 
ing that they are masters cf the situation and 
that they have China at their mercy they are 
not inclined to accept any foreign interven- 
tiop or to consider any proposition from 
China unless it comes direct from the Em- 
peror and is accompanied by unquestioned 
proofs of its authenticity. Theyare in a posi- 
tion to drive a sharp bargain, and in view of 
the contemptuous manner in which they have 
been treated and insulted from the very be- 
ginning of the war and the horrible atrocities 
practiced upon Japanese wounded and pris- 
oners by the Chinese soldiery, which from a 
purely retaliatory point of view would excuse 
the alleged Japanese crue'ties at Port Arthur, 
the government is not averse to continuing 
hostilities if the Chinese do not offer the 
amplest reparation. It is not likely the 
European powers will interfere unless some 
new and unexpected development occurs 
vitally affecting their interests. They will 
be more likely to let the two contending 
parties settie their quarrel as best they can, 
provided the terms of settlement do not con- 
flict with their own purposes. In this case 
war may be expected to reopen with renewed 
vigor in the spring if the Chinese are not wise 
enough to make the quickest and best terms 


they can and acknowledge themselves whipped 


by their plucky little neighbor. 

What China may do or may not do cannot 
be told or even guessed at. It has been 
stunned and paralyzed by defeat after defeat. 
It not only has been driven out of Corea, but 
the war is nod one of invasien and the vic- 
torious Japanese are menacing all its princi- 
pal cities to the eastwurd. Its fleetis no 
longer a combatant and the Japanese Govern. 
ment has issued orders not to molest it fur- 
ther, as it proposes to add it to the Japanese 
navy and does not wish to have the vessels 
injured. But defeats by land and sea and 
eaptures of strongholds are not the only or the 
worst afflictions of the Chinese Government. 
It is evident that the government itself has 
been thrown into utter confusion, that its 
councils are divided, that it has no common 
plan or purpose, and that it is menaced by 
foes within as dangerous, if not more so, 
than foes without. Dynastic disturbances are 
threatened on all sides. The government has 
no representatives upon whom it can rely. 
Its ablest man, Li Hung Chang, has been de- 


graded and substantially exiled from the na- 


tional capital, and although the government 
in its extremity has more than once called 
upon him to return he will not do 80 if he is 
to be confronted by incompeteace, by the 
hostility of factions, and by the unreasonable 
opposition to all ideas of progress which the 
government has continually manifested. Li 
Hung Chang is a progressive man. If he 
could have complete power he would soon 
change the existing conditions by introducing 
the methods of western civilization. What- 
ever failures he may have made as a military 
leader he was a tower of strength as a states- 
man. If in the settlement of negotiations for 
peace between the two countries it shall

after the war began in the United States 
under the protection of 1878 when the coun- 
try had got rid of the curse of a vacillating, 
depreciated currency, It is true that times 
were good in 1891 and 1892, but they would 
have been fuliy as good had there been no 
McKinley tariff ever thought of. The farm- 
ers looking back may be inclined to think 
that they fared better getting higher prices 
during tho first two years of President Harri- 
son under the moderate protection Arthur 
tariff than during the two subsequent years 
under the McKinley ultra tariff. 

After twenty-six months’ experience of that 
high tariff the people in November, 1892, re- 
pudiated it by an overwhelming vote, and 
even McKinley’s own Republican State of 
Ohio gave Cleveland one of ite Electors, and 
came within a handful of votes of giving them 
alltohim. Evidently the voters did not have 
a very high opinion of benefits of the McKin- 
ley law after more than two yegrs’ trial of it. 
It had not been promised them in 1888 when 
they voted down the proposed reductions of 
the Mills bill. They did not ask for the 700 
increases of the McKinley bill—most of them 
for the benefit of trusts and monopolies, as. 
the voters believed. 

That scheme had not been promised, and it 
was net needed, as the votes of the people 
showed very piainly. It is true it did not 
create a panic, And it did not raise wages as 
its authors promised, except in a few excep- 
tional instances. Nor did it raise the prices 
of farm products, or of wool of ang grade. 
Nor did it advance prices of goods and 
wares as much as its opponents predicted it 
would. But it caused restlessness and irrita- 
tion among the people, who coupled it in 
their minds with trusts and the Homestead 
riots, and who voted against it twice—onco 
after they had had a few weeks’ experience of 
it and once after twenty-six months’ trial of 
it—upsetting the Republican party in their 
disapproval both times. 

There was nothing which happened in the 
years following the passage of the McKinley 
bill during Harrison’s term, after makmg al- 
lowance for the good crops of some years and 
the bad crops of others, to indicate that the 
country was enjoying an unusual prosperity 
which could be credited to the account of the 
McKinley law. It was simply an unneces- 
rary, impolitic, unwise scheme which nearly 
ruined the Republican party at the elections. 

It would be much better for the J. - O. toown

WILLIAM TAYLOR’S IDIOTIC THEORY. 

Eight hundred and nineteen big packages, 
weighing about half a pound apiece, and 
bulky enough to fill an express wagon, have 
disappeared from the office of the Election 
Commissioners. They were supposed to be 
stowed away safely in a vault and to be 
guarded with special care, because they were 
part of the evidence in the Swift-Hopkins 
case. It turns out they have taken to them- 
seives wings and flown away. The accom- 
plished ex-Chief Clerk, Taylor, has not the 
least idea how they disappeared. He deplores 
it, he says tearfully, but he cannot explain it. 

He has a theory, however, which he vent- 
uresto advance. It is that “‘perhaps they 
were burnt by -alstake,“ instead of the sheets 
for the April election of 1893 or 1894. This 
is a theory which may take with babes and 
sucklings, but not with adults.

deavor by mediation and conciliation to ef. 
fect a settlement, And upon the request of 
an employé or association of employés the 
Commissioners must investigate any com- 
plaint presented against employers as to 
terms or conditions of employment and griev- 
ances connected therewith. 

No exception can be taken to either of these 
provisions. It is well known. that the Massa- 
chusetts State Board, which has similar du- 
ties to perform, has often been able to settle 
veratious labor disputes. A national board 
composed of men who command the respect 
and confidence of the community could per- 
form excellent service. 

But Commissioner Wrigbt’s bill provides

This abstract is not quite clear, It 1 
altogether certain whether the parties in in- 
terest must submit for arbitration whether 
they want to or not, a case which the com- 
mission has been unable to settle otherwise, 
or whether tho commission can arbitrate 
only when both parties are agreed, Where 
both partics submit themselves to an arbitra.

Other provisions are that 8 1 
tion proceedings employers are not to dismiss | 
employés and the latter are not to go on 
strikes or make any kind of trouble; that it 
shall be made a misdemeanor for the officers 
of a road to require an employé to enter into 
an agreement not to become a member of a 
labor organization or to threaten him with 
loss of employment because he is a member 
of one; and that men belonging to labor or- 
ganizations incorporated under the act of 
Congress shall lose their membership by par- 
ticipating in schemes of violence and strikes. 
It is said also that the wages paid to employss 
must be just and reasonable.”

The Uhinese Run Away. 

Within a quarter of a mile of the Japanese ar- 
tillery the Chinese line spread itself out, and, 
wheeling to the left, went straight for the hills 
tocarry the batteries by charge. The fire be- 
came too hotand they lay on their faces with 
their banner poles stuck in the ground, a magni- 
ficent targét upon which the crack Japanese gun- 
ners trained their pieces. 

Within three minutes two shells struck the line 
exactiy and tore great gaps in it. Instantly 
every flag dropped and the Chinamen took to 
their heels, but in a few minutes they reformed 
and prepared to receive the Japauese infantry 
hurrying down under the shelter of the batteries. 
Just behind the heroic band of Chipamen was 
another Chinese line on a knoll with three field 
uns. which checked the Japanese advance and 

enabled the broken line to make a safe retreat. 

At 6:45 the following morning the mountain 
batteries began to play upon Isuyama and the 
guns of the triple forts covered the hillside with 
flame and smoke. The Chinese had five-inch 
Krupp rifies and nine-inch mortars, with auzil- 
iary batteries of revolving and quick-tiring guns. 
Shells began to drop upon us from all sides, the 
Nerio forts, the giant guns of Ogunsan and the 
Chinese field batteries turned fire against us. for 
Isuyama was the key, and once it fell the whole 
left flank of the Chinese would be exposed. 


Men Mowed Down. 


/ As the line reached the foot of the steep scarp 


in front of the walls it suddenly swung around 
and joined the column on the right and the 
united battalions rushed up the steep bank to- 
wards the side wall, while the Chinese shells 
tore gapé in their ranks. By this time the mount- 
ain battery had been hauled up a din 
ridge, where Yamaji atood, and five minutes 
afterwards these guns were in position. We 
were dropping shellsinside on the first fort. With 
a ringing yell the Japanere dashed to the fort 
and scaled the remparts, shooting and bayonet- 
ing the flying garrison and chasing the enemy 
along the connecting walls. A cheer 
went up from the hills and the valleys 
as the victorious troops pushed on to the second 
forts, and finally drove the fugitives out of the 
redoubt down into the Port Arthur valley. 
Ishuyma fell at 8:50, after an hour and twenty 
minutes’ fighting. The Japanese field and siege 
were pounding away at the seven forts and 
Yamaji’s mountain batteries joined them. It 
was a colossal duel. 

From Shoju there shot out strange sprays of 
fire. The arsenal in Port Arthur had caught fire 
and was ripping, roaring, and battling, vomiting 


flame and smoke like a voleano. as an acre of 


massed shells and cartridges erploded. 

Two or three battalions with enormous flags 
were stationed on the lower hills out of reach of 
the artillery fire and in a position to resist 
Yamaji should he cross over. But the Shoja 


as the cannons battered the 

up from the eastern valley, taking advantage of 
earth seams and small ridges. Hassagawa had 
6,000 men, the finest fighting blood in Japan. 


Mines Exploded Too Soon. 


Two torpedo mites were exploded in front of 
the invaders, but the key was touched too soon. 
The garrison scrambled out over the hill tops, 
and Hassagawa’s men came sweeping around the 
rough mountain to find the fort 4 mass of flames. 
That ended all hope of defending the seven forts. 
The Chinese fied along the ridges and down the 
valley roads. Hassagawa’s troops were in pos- 
session of Shoju and Nerio hills. 

In order to take the town the troops had to 
cross the bridge or wade the river, but on the 
other side of it was a road leading between two 
small hills, and on either side of the road were 
rifle pits filled with Chinese infantry. On the 
hill to the right of this road was a battery of 
three field guns manned by the only good gun- 
ners on the Chinese side. Every time the 
Japanese attempted to move out of the cover of 
the camp the Chinese riflemen swept the parade 
ground with continuons volleys. ’ 

Torpedoboats were going through the waves 
and sinking junks loaded with men, women, and 
children endeavoring to escape. The water was 
filled with drowning inhabitants. The massacre 
had begun as the last of the troops moved from 
behind the walls of the camp and under shelter 
of the eastern wall of the drilling ground. Then 
they opened fire on the Chinese pits guarding the 
entrance to Port Arthur. A battalion moved out 
of the plateau above the drill grounds and knelt 
in a semicircle, sonding volley upon volley 
across stream against the rifle 
pite. Another detachment crawled along through 
a sheltered road to a wall on the southern side of 
the drill grounds. For fifteen minutes their 
three skirmish lines kept up a fire and the plucky 
Chinese were driven from the position. Finally 
a small columa covered by the skirmishers ad- 
vanced across the bridge and marched along the 
road leading to the town.. . 

At the same time Marshal Oyama ordered the 
reserve center to move down the valley, and 
thousands of them came pouring along the roads 
behind the troops already on their way to the 
town. Not a sbet was firedin reply. The battle 
was over as far as Port Arthur was concerned. 
Even Ogunsan was silent and deserted. The 
soldiers had made their escape and the fright- 
ened inhabitants were cowering in the streets. 

As the troops moved on they saw the heads of 
their slain comrades hanging by cords, with the 
noses and ears gone. There was a rude arch in 
the main street decorated with bloody Japanese 
heads. A great slaughter followod. The infuri- 
ated soldiers killed every one they saw. No at- 
tempt to take prisoners was made. Women and 
children were hunted and shot as they fled to the 
hills with their protectors. The town was sacked 
from end to end. 


HAI MO CHENG AND HAI CHENG TAKEN. 


Japanese Troops Occapy Both Places 
They Are Important. 

Wasnrveror, D. C., Dec. 19.—The Japanese 
Legation here has received a dispatch from 
Hiroshima, sent through ite Minister at St. 
Petersburg, detailing the movements of the 
Japanese troops in China. Following is the 
message : 

The third division of ‘the first army took Hai 
Mo Cheng Dec. 12 and occupied Hai Cheng Dec. 
18. Botif places are on the route to and near 
Nai Chang and Liao Yang. 

At the legation it is said the third army is 
evidently on its way to join Field Marshal 
Count Oyama at Nai Chang. This is an ex- 
ceedingly valuable strategic point. The mes- 
sage gives the first authentic information as 
to the movements of the third army, and 
shows that it is not preparing to menace 
Shanghai, as has been rumored. 

Loxpon, Dec, 20.—A dispatch to the Times 
from Kobe, Japan, says the Corean Govern- 
ment has announced that Chinese will be al- 
lowed to reside only in the treaty ports of 
Corea.

JOHN BURNS SPEAKS TO LABOR MEN. 


Debs Hears the Tirade Against Chicago 
in Turner Hall.

All Records Are eee Bnet: Babine 
and Urgent Necessity Existe<Criminal 
Court Judgments Five Months Behind 
and Convicted Persons May Go Free 
Probate Court Collections Held Baek 
Records and Indexes of County Cierk’s 
Office Behind=Sher!ff Cannot Keep Up. 


Judges Hanecy, Burke, and Adams sat as 
as committee yesterday to examine into the 


requests of various county | 

Ali the officials with the ex of Recorder 
Chase have asked for additionai help, the lat- 
ter asking that all the present staff be re- 
tained. When the Judges’ meeting convened 
all the county officials were there. President 
Healy was muchin evidence with a large 
package of memoranda. He kept a close 
watch of all the ings. 

Circuit Clerk Gaulter said he needed as 
additional help one chancery record writer 
and a typewriter. Mr. Gaulter said he had 
at present thirteen minute clerks on his pay- 
roll, One clerk wasalso allowed for Judge 
Waterman, who is assigned forjother work. He 

to drop one of his minute clerks pro- 
viding the Judges would grant his request. 
Mr. Gaulter explained the typewriter would 
be employed in making up records for the 
Appellate Court and in assisting in the mak- 
ing of certified copies, Judge Adams was 
evidently not much impressed with a record 
being made on typewriter. He said that it 
would not be permanent. 

Clerk Stephen D. Griffin of the, Superior 
Court was the next official to come up. He 
wanted a general clerk and a typewriter. Mr. 
Griffin said the work in his office was in a 
good condition, but he had oy attained it 
by working his clerks early and late. The new 
clerk was needed in order to keep up the in- 
dexes and naturalization records. 


Criminal Court Records Behind. 


E. J. Magerstadt, Clerk of the Criminal 
Court, left tne greater portion of his explana- 
tions to his chief clerk, Patrick Dunne. He 
asked fur one record writer, one execution 
clerk, one messenger, and two general clerks, 
Mr. Dunne said the records of the Criminal 
Court were much behind. Ihe final 1282 
record was written up to July 19. but in- 
dictment record was ten months behind. 
Judge Adams commented rather strongly on 
the fact the final judgments were not fuily up, 
as it gave a chance for convicted persons to 
obtain their freedom by means of habeas 
corpus. Judge Hanecy suggested a halt be 
calied in writing up the old indictment records 
and that the current record be fuliy written 

up from this time. 

Probate Cierk Cooper followed with an ap- 

lication for six additional clerks. This also 

eveloped the fact the records of this court 
areag deal behind. Chief Clerk Shannon 
explained although Olerk Sullivan only had 
— * ropriation tor time record- writers, he 
ve men working on the records for 

— last year trying to catch up. The Judges 
expressed surprise when they were informed 
$150,000 was due to Cook County outstand- 
ing on the books of the Probate Court. No 
demand is made for fees until after letters 
have been granted, so the Cierk has difficulty 
in collecting. Judge Adams said the system 
amounted practicaliy to Cook County making 

a loan of $150,000 to various persons. One 
of the first questions asked was in regard to 
the profits from the abstract department. Mr. 
Chase adgitted it had lost $6,000 or there- 
abouts to office fora number of years. and 
there was & deficiency of about $2,000 in this 
year’s receipts from those of lust year. 


Great Increase in Treasturer’s Work. 


County Treasurer Kochersperger said he 
had not become thoroughly familiar with his 
office. Mr. Kochersperger asked for ono as- 
sistant bookkeeper, a stenographer, and a 
mail clerk. Three extra men for day work 
were alsoasked. The Treasurer said during the 
lost year between $20,000,000 and 822,000, 
000 had been collected, Deputy Berkey then 
came to the assistance of his chief and told 
the Judges ‘ast year the work was ificreased 
by the number of new subdivisions which 
were made, In 1894328 volumes had been 
filled, against 222 in 1893. Last yeur, Mr. 
Kochersperger said, tae County Treasurer 
spent $10,000 in salaries over his appropria- 
tion. This was caused by theiu:mense amount 
of work. Mr. Kochersperger, in response to 
the Judges, said that if he was employing his 
men in a private capacity he would pay 
more than their present saiaries, as they were 
allexperts. The County Treasurer added as 
a pure business proposition he could not get 
along with a less number of employés. 

County Clerk Philip Knopf was surrounded 
by his deputies, Mamer and Cameron, who 
had a mass of figures. The gist of this was 
that the County Clerk needed two assistant 
deputies in the tax redemption department 
and ten extra men on tax extension. It trans- 
pired the records of the office were a good 
deal behind. Mr. Mamer said the indexes to 
the vauit records had not been touched for 
three years, and the only way the papers were 
traced was through the memories of the em- 
ployes. Mr. Knopf was positive he Scould 
not get on with less help. 

Coroner McHale suggested his claims were 
not large. Judge Hanecy in a humorous 
manner asked if he did not think he couid do 
without some of the present staff. A loud 
negative was the response, The Coroner only 
asked for an as«istant morgue-keeper for 
night duty. He intended to swear in the new 
man as a deputy, and in the case of emer- 
gency have a jury called at night, so the rela- 
tives could take a body when tney desired.

Although pension 
systems in the pubiie school service 
have been agitated for some time 
among leading educators last nicht's 
action was the first official recognition 
they have received. New Tork, however, 
will not be far behind, for similar measures 
are about to be introduced in its Board of 
Education before being submitted to the 
Legislatute. Of the 4,000 teachers in Chi- 
cago’s public schools, 3,000 have signed pe- 
titions to the Illinois Legislature to pass the 
bill presented last night by Mr. Thornton. 
Forty-thres petitions are still out, and it is 
believed 300 names are on them. The asso- 
ciation formed by the teachers to extend the 
agitation has been quietly at work and has 
done much in furthering the cause. 

At the outset, however, a serious disagree- 
ment has arisen in the ranks, The women 
teachers, who are largely in the majority, ob- 
jected strongly to working thirty years before 
berng entitled to retirement ona pension. 


| Supt. Lane and the more conservative thought 


the pension fund would not stand so heavy a 
burden. The women carried the day and Mr. 
Thornton’s bill names twenty years for 
women and twenty-five years for men 
as the term of required for 
a pension. It is — , that 200 
teachers can retired on that limit. 
If the board adopts twenty and twenty-five 
years for retirement, the Legislature may 
extend the time, and the women may find they 
have won a bootless victory. Whether they 
would have signed the petitions so numerously 
with the term of service for them increased to 
twenty-five or even thirty years may be de- 
cided by a ballot being ordered on the bill, as 
was done when police pension measure 
was adopted. It is said seventy-five teachers 
could be retired with pension on the limit of 
thirty zon rs for women and thirty-five for

unds. 
Same as Police Pension System. 

The system is on substantially the samo 
lines as the police pension system. The bill 
provides as follows: 

The Board of Education shall have power by a

Each teacher and school employé so retired 
shall thereafter be entitled to receive as an an- 
nuity one-half of the annual salary id te said 
teacher or employ6é at the date of such retire- 
ment; provi however, that such annuity shall 
not exceed the sum of 1,000, which shali id 
by said Board of Education out of the 
created in accordance with this act, in the man- 
ner provided by law for the payment of salaries. 

The board is made the.custodian of the pen- 
sion fund, which will consist of 1 per cent of 
ail salaries of teachers and employés, taken 
from the pay-roll; all fines and amounts de- 
ducted from sataries for neglect of duty ; gifts 
and legacies, and such other sources as may 
be provided by law. The fund shall a set 
apart by the City Treasurer, subject to the 
order of the Board of Education, the Superin- 
tendent of Schools, and two representatives 
of the teachers.

Kore Obsticies Thrown in the Way of a 


New Passenger Agreement. 

As negotiations between the Western roads 
and the Canadian Pacific are progressing, it 
becomes more certain thas wiiile the Cana- 
dian Pacific is saaxious to tie up the Western 
roads in an agreement for the protection of 
immigrant traffic, it does not desire to be- 
come a party toa general agreement or any 
agreement that will protect through traffic to 
the Pacific. The action of the Western roads 
authorizing the Grand Trunk to meet immi- 
grant rates made by the Canadian Pacific

business for which it id competing. The 
Western roads, however,do not propose to 
fallinto a trap and insist upon the adoption 
of a transcontinental agreement before the 
will carry out the agreement wit 
the Canadian Pacific as regards 
immigrant traffic. The wmeeti of 
pnesenger traffic officials wrestied all day 
yesterday with the differential rate question 
but could come to no conclusion owing to the 
unreasonable demands made by the Canadian 
Pacific.

The Massachusetts cav- 
alry troop under Capt. Thomas Prentice was 
kept on the edge of the swamp, protecting the 
rear. 

What Connecticut Did. ‘ 

After the Massachusetts troops had fought 
their way on to the island and inside the fort 
Gen. Winslow ordered Maj. Robert Treat’s 
command (about 300 officers and men) for- 
ward. The Narragansette temporarily ceased 
resistance to Maj. Appleton’s force, reserving 


their fire for these five Connecticut com- 


nies. As the troops filled the entrance the 
ndians from behind the block-house 
their remaining flacker poured a volley into 
them with deadly effect; Capts. John Gallop, 
Samuel Marshall, and Nathaniel Seely were 
killed and Capt. John Mason mortally 
wounded. Thomas Watts was the only com- 
ny commander who escaped unhurt. The 
arragansetts rallied about the log wails, 
both inside and outside the fort, and shot 
down the white men. Seventy-one Connecti- 
cut men were killed or wounded in this fight. 
Word was then given to fire the wigwams. 
Men from Piymouth Fight Well, 

Meanwhile the Plymouth Battalion of two 
companies had been held in reserve. After 
the outworks were taken and all danger of a 
repulse of the storm force was over Maj. 
William Bradford — — Robert Barker 
and John Gorham were ordered to beat the 

avages from out of their hiding places and 
stout the region about the swamp. Of the 
Plymouth force Maj. Bradford Benjamin 
Church were wounded, hteen other 
Plymouth men were also killed or wounded. 
These uries were inflicted by skulking 
bands of Indians firing from the woods out- 
side the Great Swamp. Several skirmishes 
took place in the outside regions, but the 
heavy fighting was inside the fort. Churcn 
roved a brave, wise, and skillful Indian 
Rahter.
